New Clinic 
At Doctors Park 


The Zoning Board of Appeals recently 
approved plans for a new health clinic and 
outpatient center for Doctors Park on Hav- 
erhill Street. 
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October Town Meeting 
May Look At Reuse Plans 


Townspeople may have a chance to ap- 
prove plans for recycling the east and west 
wings of East Junior High School at a spe- 
cial town meeting in October, the town 
manager said this week. 

Annual town meeting authorized town 
officials to seek developers’ proposals for 
the reuse of those two wings back in April. 
Since then, developers have been knocking 
on Town Manager Kenneth Mahony’s door 
‘every day’’ with their ideas for the wings, 
the manager said. 

Mahony is currently holding onto three 
proposals ‘‘in writing,’’ and expects anoth- 
er four to be submitted to him within the 
next week, he said. The manager then plans 
to forward those proposals to the town’s 
financial consultants for a financial analy- 
sis. 

The manager has not set a deadline for 
accepting proposals, but he hopes to have 
them in by late September, so that a special 
town meeting can be scheduled for October 
if necessary, he indicated. 

The warrant article approved by town 
meeting (Article 11) specified that the 
wings cannot be sold or leased to a devel- 
oper without town meeting approval. 

Now that the Doherty has become a ju- 
nior high school, replacing East, the school 
department has turned the two EJH wings 
over to the town. They will be reused as 
town and school administration offices, 
with town meeting’s blessing. 

But first the town must decide if it will 
undertake — and pay for — the renovations, 
or let a private developer do the work. 

One possibility under consideration: sell- 
ing the two EJH wings to a developer, 
letting the developer pay to renovate the 
wings (possibly for less than it would cost 
the town, thanks in part to tax benefits), 
and then leasing the wings from the devel- 
oper. Eventually, the town would buy back 
the property. 

Mahony said the town would not choose 
that alternative unless it proves ‘‘cheaper 
than doing it ourselves.’’

The School Building Committee has al- 
most finished its task of furnishing the 
three secondary schools now undergoing 
renovation, and has no serious fears that it 
will run out of money, according to a com- 
mittee member. 

After meeting last week, the committee 
has ‘‘almost’ wrapped up’’ the equipment 
budgeting process, Vice Chairman Richard 
Landry said this week. ‘‘Some items are 
still hanging, but everything that has not 
been ordered is non-critical.” 

Landry emphasized that ‘‘all the critical 
things have been ordered for Doherty. Do- 
herty will open on time.” 

Some of the equipment items that have 
been put on hold may be purchased next 
spring, when construction should be com- 
plete on most of the project, if funds are 
available. Those items fall ‘‘somewhere 
between real necessities and things we'd 
like to have — it’s not really a wish list type 
of thing,” the committeeman explained.

mandatory sentencing for drunk driving 
offenders, and nearly 60 percent are in 
favor of instituting the death penalty for 
specific categories of crime, indicates that 
crime is of great concern to our citizens.”’ 
Bresnahan pointed out that last year, 
there were more than 348,700 recorded felo- 
nies in the state, and a conviction rate of 
only two percent. ‘‘We need to look at long- 
range solutions to this problem by analyz- 
ing the effects of community action and 
crime watch programs, mandatory retribu- 
tion and increased jail facilities,’ he said. 
This week, the candidate plans to mail a 
campaign-update newsletter to all Demo- 
crats and Independents in the district. He 
will also continue canvassing door-to-door.

At a ceremony labeled a ‘‘milestone in 
New England’s water pollution control,’ 
representatives from the town of Salem, 
N.H., and the Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District (GLSD) of Massachusetts signed a 
cooperative agreement for the treatment 
and disposal of Salem’s wastewater at the 
GLSD. 

Attended by local, state and federal offi- 
cials, the signing of the agreement took 
place at the GLSD, Tuesday, Aug. 10, at 11 
a.m. John Ford, legal counsel for the 
GLSD, opened the ceremony, followed by 
comments from guests, including Lester 
Sutton, U.S. EPA Region I administrator, 
J. Willox Brown, chairman of the New 
England Interstate Water Pollution Control 
Commission (NEIWPCC), and Alfred E. 


Peloquin, executive secretary of the To Stage 
NEIWPCC. 
Peloquin, who has been extensively in- **Qk]ahoma’’ 


volved in coordinating the agreement, calls 
it ‘*...a milestone in water pollution control 
accomplishments. The agreement will en- 
able construction of an $11.8 million project 
which will result in the elimination of pol- 
lution from the Spicket River, which flows 
from New Hampshire into Massachusetts, 
and will also result in reduced operating 
costs to the GLSD communities of Law- 
rence, Methuen, Andover and North And- 
over.”’ 

Since the project involves the interstate 
transport of and treatment of wastewater, 
approval of the Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire legislatures was required. The 
project and agreement also required the 
approval of the Massachusetts Division of 
Water Pollution Control, the New Hamp- 
shire Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission, the Greater Lawrence Sani- 
tary District and its four member commu- 
nities, the town of Salem, N.H., and the 


U.S. Environmental Protection Agency.

10 hours of science per week, plus an En- 
glish minor. 

“We really do overload them,” says 
Young. ‘‘They learn a real work ethic.”’ 

And the courses the students take are 
those they would not normally get in high 
school, such as Probability and Statistics, 
Organic Chemistry and Transformational 
Geometry. ¥ 

‘“‘We do that on purpose,”’ notes Young, 


explaining that the program tries to com- 
plement the students’ curriculum back 
home. 

Students also go on field trips to colleges 
such as MIT, Dartmouth, Wesleyan and 
Brown, and to other places of interest — 
Wood’s Hole, the Museum of Science in 
Boston andthe Seabrook Nuclear Power 
Plant, for example. 

Students also get something else out of 
the MS Squared program, according to 
Young. They learn to work in a competitive 
Situation, live away from home and develop 
the self confidence they will need at college 


- and beyond. 


Twenty-six students graduated from the 
corporate foundation-funded program last 
year. 

“They all went to very good colleges,”’ 
Young says. 

MS Squared is ‘‘very unique,’’ he notes, 
and the people at Phillip’s are trying to 
propagate other programs like it in other 
parts of the country. . 

But at Phillip’s, the principle of MS 
Squared has formed the basis of yet another 
program. 

The Andover-Dartmouth Teachers Insti- 
tute, directed by Frank Eccles, has brought 
to Andover 30 teachers from the same 
schools the MS Squared students come 
from. The program, run by Andover and 


Dartmouth College, seeks to enable these 
instructors to teach higher level courses 


back home. 

All in all, the summer session at Phillip’s 
Andover not only provides educational ex- 
perience, but also gives the students the 
opportunity to live away from home and 
meet other people, stresses Helen Eccles. 

“Living away from home is new to most 
of these kids,’’ she says. ‘“They all enrich 
each other,” noting the studénts come from 
all over the country and are of ‘‘different 
talents different races, different inter- 
ests. 

_As are the academics, she says, this expe- 
rience is important.

Twenty-two year old Bob Donahoe begins 
his second step toward a cross-country run 
for the Joslin Diabetes Center on Sunday, 
Aug. 22, at 6:30 a.m. The Merrimack Col- 
lege sentor, afflicted with diabetes for 11 
years, is running for his health, and in his 
own words, to ‘‘be an example that diabetic 
doesn’t mean disabled.’’ 

The 300-mile run begins and ends in his 
Stoneham hometown and includes much of 
the periphery of Massachusetts, spanning 
counties from Worcester to Essex.

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Walk-In Center Planned For Doctor’s Park 


By John P. Sawyer 


A proposed Doctors Park II, a walk-in 
health and out-patient surgical day care 
center planned for Haverhill Street, would 
keep the practice of medicine centered in 
Andover and allow area residents to be 
treated here instead of travelling to the 
Lahey Clinic in Burlington and other such 
facilities, according to Dr. Richard A. 
Katz. 

Katz is one of nine doctors in association 
as Doctors Park Associates Nominee Trust, 
which would operate Doctors Park II at 140 
Haverhill St. next to Doctors Park I. These 
nine doctors plus an additional five physi- 
cians in association under the name of Phy- 
sicians Building Associates own and 
operate the original Doctors Park I, built in 
1973. 

The Andover Zoning Appeals Board has 
officially given approval to the construction 
of such a medical building for health care 
offices and a clinic for examination and 
treatment of persons as out-patients. A 
special permit was needed under the town’s 
zoning by-laws to construct and operate a 
health care office or clinic in an office park 
district. 

Conservation Commission approval is 
now needed. In addition, a certificate of 
need is required from the Massachusetts 
Department of Health, which ‘‘should not 
be a great problem,”’ according to Katz. 

He said Doctors Park I has been success- 
ful, offering the services of many medical 
specialists. Doctors Park II, he said, will 
bring to the area more physicians and spe- 
cialties. And the walk-in facility would 
service people who need immediate care 
but don’t have a doctor or whose doctor is 
not available. 

Here’s what’s in store for Doctors Park 
II: 

30,000 square feet of floor space, one-third 
of which will be an ambulatory care and 
surgical center and two-thirds of which will 
be office suites for general medicine prac- 
tices and specialties such as internal medi- 
cine, ophthamology, dermatology, 
neurosurgery, plastic surgery and dentist- 
ry. 


AMBULATORY care service will be an 
emergency or walk-in service for people 
who have suffered an injury or other medi- 
cal problem and arrive with no appoint- 
ment, similar to the out-patient service of a 
hospital’s emergency room, except that the 
center will not take ambulance patients on 
an emergency basis. 

THE CENTER will not provide care. and 
treatment of injuries and medical problems 
that require overnight hospitalization. The 
surgical center is designed for outpatient 
surgery, not involving overnight hospitali- 
zation. 


Katz told the Zoning Appeals Board that 
Doctors Park II would help satisfy a need in 
the area for an ambulatory and surgical 
center and would be convenient for Andover 
area residents. He said services would be 
less expensive than those offered at local 
hospitals. 

Charles K. Erban II, 98 Haverhill St., 
spoke in opposition to Doctors Park II, 
questioning the need for the facility. He 
attributed water in his cellar to run-off 
surface water from Doctors Park I and 
suggested Doctors Park II might add to the 
problem. 


Joseph E. O’Brien, Phd., chief of labo- 
ratory of the Mass. Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering, also spoke in 
opposition as a resident of Sutherland 
Street and not in his official capacity. He 
expressed concern over the disposition of 
surface water. 

But the Zoning Board noted whether there 
is a need for Doctors Park II is not for the 
Board to decide, but a decision to be made 
by the Mass. Department of Health. The 
Board maintained the town’s Conservation 
Commission is better suited to deal with the 
issues raised by Erban and O’Brien, noting 


that the Board doesn’t know if there is a 
“causal relationship’’ between Doctors 
Park I and the water in Erban’s cellar. 

High Street residents expressed concern 
over the proximity of parking to their prop- 
erty. Haverhill Street residents questioned 
potential traffic problems that could result 
if cars were allowed to use exits and en- 
trances of Doctors Park I to gain access to 
Doctors Park II. 

The Zoning Board determined that traffic 
problems in the area cannot for the most 
part be attributed to Doctors Park I and 
would not be ‘‘substantially’’ changed by 


Doctors Park II. 

The Board noted the exterior design of 
the proposed structure would be har- 
monious with existing buildings in Doctors 
Park I. Except for the drainage issue, no 
issues were raised suggesting Doctors Park 
I has adversely impacted the area, nor did 
anyone suggest Doctors Park II would ad- 
versely affect amenities of the area. 

The Board determined Doctors Park II 
would not be unreasonably detrimental to 
the established or future character of the

A Good Beginning 


. The current effort toward producing a master plan 
for the town seems to be heading in a proper direction. 

Over the past 20 years or so, there have been several 
efforts made at developing a master plan, creating 
capital budget programs, etc., all finding their way into 
repositories somewhere in town hall. 


Among the reasons, of course, are changing times, 
fluctuating needs, and changes in the economy in some 
instances. 


Another underlying reason the results have often been 
sidetracked, is the fact that the effort has been the 
result of hired consultants who visit the town briefly, 
evaluate the needs as they see them, then leave to 
~-undertake similar tasks in other communities. 


What makes the current master planning process 
appear to be on the right track and eligible for imple- 
mentation, is the retention of a person to direct the 
effort and to have input from community leaders who 
have been invited to assist in the project. 


Ronald Curran has been meeting with the planning 
board since his retention as the master planner several 
weeks ago and keeping them informed of the direction 
the project is taking. 


A general plan has been developed and is now being 
refined into subcategories for further review. 


With the appointment of volunteer community lead- 
ers at a later date, the planning process will be well on 
its way toward providing Andover with a more realistic 
outlook on its future. 


The idea of having total community involvement in 
the process is a good one. Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony has requested the assistance of community 
leaders in this process as an effort toward allowing 
those who reside here to be a part of the process. 


In the past, as mentioned previously, outside consul- 


tants have been involved in the process, and, while their 


work may well have been professional in all respects, 
their concern for the commmunity can not be as avid as 
those who live, pay taxes and intend to be a part of the 
community for several years to come. 

It is the local participation that is sure to make this 
new master planning process unique and meaningful. 

Hopefully those who have been invited to participate, 
will respond favorably so that the final product will 
provide Andover with a rather personal, definitive di- 
rection.

EG&G, Inc. has announced that B T Capi- 
tal Corporation, a subsidiary of Bankers 
Trust Corporation of New York, has joined 
them as a limited partner in the $8-million 
Penacook Lower Falls Hydroelectric Pro- 
ject. The low head hydro project is already 
under construction on the Contoocook River 
in the village of Penacook, N.H., in the 
towns of Concord and Boscawen. 

Bankers Trust Corporation will handle 
construction financing for the facility and 
has committed long-term financing to the 
project, as well. New Hampshire Hydro 
Associates is projéct developer and Essex 
Development Associates of Lawrence is 
general partner. The facility is being con- 
structed by the Perini Corporation of Fra- 
mingham. 

The Penacook Lower Falls Hydroelectric 
Project, when fully developed, will gener- 
ate an estimated 15,400 kilowatt hours of 
electricity each and displace approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 gallons of imported oil 
annually. The facility will meet the electri- 
cal needs of more than 2,000 homes per 
year. The project is expected to be com- 
pleted by mid-1983 and power puchased by 
the Public Service Company of New. Hamp- 
shire. 


Small centipedes,

As president of Lanham Clothes in Lawrence, Leo 
Lozzi, 7 Wethersfield Drive, Andover, had designed 
and produced the Polo line of tailored clothing 
under the Ralph Lauren label for several years. 

Now his own men’s line, Leo Lozzi, Ltd., a newly- 
formed American-Japanese linked men’s clothing 
company, will enter the nation’s clothing market 
with sales headquarters in New York and two 
distribution centers — one to be located in the 
Boston or Lawrence area to serve East Coast stores 
and the other in Los Angeles for retail distrubution 
in the West. 

The new company will later add women’s and 
children’s styles. « 

The new Leo Lozzi men’s line marks the first 
high-quality tailored ciothing produced in Japan for 
distribution in the United States, according to Loz- 
zi, who expects to gain the same kind of marketing 
thrust in this country that Japan has had with 
automobiles, television, radio, cameras and similar 
high quality consumer products. 

For the past 10 years, Lozzi-labeled clothes have 
been sold in Japan in a continuing tie between the 
designer and a major Tokyo-based corporation, 
which produced American styling targeted for Jap- 
anese consumers. 

Some 800 persons were invited to a cocktail re- 
ception in New York’s 21 Club July 27 for the 
unveiling of Lozzi’s first collection of designer 
styles.

Lozzi is in tune with the new Japanese quality 
ethics. Also, he senses an emerging one-world fash- 
ion today that touches the cross currents of design 
for comfort and smart appearance in everyday life, 
ranging from the social and business scenes to the 
leisure-time and sporting spheres. 

Lozzi blends his balance proportion and color 
tones into simple apparel lines marked by represen- 
tational characteristics found in Japanese artforms 
and workmanship. At the same time, the realities 
of a world headed into the twenty-first century call 
for individual good taste, expression and self-ex- 
pression merged into basics of classic traditional 
designs. 

A native of Italy, Lozzi spent many years in 
Rome, Paris and London in custom design before 
coming to the United States in 1951. He worked in 
New York as a designer for a Fifth Avenue custom 
tailor and then transferred to New England, where 
he mastered the art of ready-to-wear clothing. 

In 1958 he formed his own company of Casa dei

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Senator Will Seek Re-Election 


State Senator Patricia McGovern (D-Sec- 


ond Essex and Middlesex) has announced 
that she will seek re-election to a second 
term in the Massachusetts Senate. 

Throughout her first term in-office, Sen. 
McGovern has been successful in obtaining 
substantial amounts of state resources for 
projects in her district. She has been instru- 
mental in the development of a consortium 
of nine private and public colleges which 
will improve access to higher education for 
citizens of the Greater Lawrence region, 
and which will offer a wide range of coun- 
seling and training programs to residents in 
her district. 


Sen. McGovern has also devoted much of 
her energy to increasing the local aid dol- 
lars that have been designated for her re- 
giogn. ‘‘I am very pleased to have helped in 
acquiring an increase in local aid of over 
ten million dollars for my district, includ- 
ing the town of Andover, during «my first 
term,” stated the Senator. ‘This increase 
in local aid is one of the most direct benefits 
that I have been able to provide for the 
citizens of the Second Essex and Middlesex 
District.”

McGovern has also been appointed to 
chair the Special Senate Committee to In- 
vestigate the Treatment and Release Pro- 
cedures of the Department of Mental 
Health. This committee was created follow- 
ing the airing on 60 Minutes of a story about 
a young boy (Arnold Zeleznik) who was 
brutally murdered by a former patient of 
the Northampton State Hospital, and the 
Zeleznik family’s long effort to get the 
Commonwealth to review its procedures 
for release of dangerous mentally ill pa- 
tients without sufficient concern for the 
public’s safety. Hearings have been con- 
ducted by Sen. McGovern at the State 
House and at Northampton State Hospital, 
and additional hearings will be held in the 
fall. 


Sen. McGovern also serves on the Joint 
Committee on Judiciary, the Post Audit and 
Oversight Committee, the Committee on 
Government Regulations and the Commit- 
tee on Banks and Banking. 


‘‘T have greatly enjoyed my first term in 
office, said McGovern, ‘‘and the opportuni- 
ty it has provided me to meet with so many 
of the people in the district to get their 
views on matters of importance to them. 
There are many problems still to be dealt 
with which affect the residents of my dis- 
trict,’ said McGovern, ‘‘and I am looking 
forward to continuing my work on these 
issues woo the next legislative term.’

Graduates of an innovative training pro- 
gram operated jointly by Northern Essex 
Community College and Gould, Inc., Mod- 
icon Division, were awarded certificates of 
completion at ceremonies at the Andover 
plant recently. 

A total of 29 men and women received 
certificates following completion of the 
one-year training program which prepared 
them for the position of Test Technician I. 
The program was funded by Title VII of the 
Comprehensive Employment Training Act 
(CETA) through the Lower Merrimack Val- 
ley Industrial Advisory Council. The $69,800 
grant from the City of Lawrence subgran- 
tee was matched by a Gould in-kind contri- 
bution of $90,516.

Lightning 
And Trees 


Lightning is one of na- 
ture’s most magnificent 
and powerful forces. 
According to Ernest W. 
DeRosa, University of 
Massachusetts Cooper- 
ative Extension Service 
urban forestry techni- 
cian, the electrical 
charge of a lightning bolt 
can amount to as much 
as 100 million volts. 


Because lightning 
usually strikes tall point- 
ed objects, trees are 
some of lightning’s most 
common victims. 
According to DeRosa, 
lightning’s effects on 
trees may vary from no 
noticeable damage to to- 
tal desruction. In many 
ases, minimal damage 
may be evident on the 
trunk (cracking and 
peeling of bark), while 
the roots have suffered 
considerable damage. 
Often the ground around 
a tree hit by lightning 
will show cracks that fol- 
low the roots of the tree. 
Small plants near the 
base of the trunk may be 
killed. Leaves may wilt 
immediately and die due 
to heat from the light- 
ning bolt. Other times, 
branches may be cut off, 
trunks may be split down 
the middle, or entire 
trees may explode or 
burn.

Keeping | 
Cool 


There are a number of 
ways you can keep 
homes cooler and cut 
down on the heat and 
humidity during the 
summer. 

The key thing is to 
keep the summer sun 
out. Place deciduous 
trees or vines on the 
south and west side of 
the house. The use of 
awnings, shades, drapes 
or reflective window 
films prevent the sun’s 
rays from entering and 
can reduce outside heat 
penetration by as much 
as 50 percent. 

Keep windows and 
doors closed during the 
hottest part of the day. 
Proper weather strip- 
ping will help block fur- 
ther intrusion of warm 
air at these points. 


Avoid performing hot 
tasks, such as ironing 
and cooking, during the 
hottest times of the day. 
Keep: light and heat pro- 
ducing appliances off as 
much as possible. Cook 
outside or use small ap- 
pliances instead of the 
oven. 


Dress for the weather. 
Loose-fitting, cotton gar- 
ments of open weave are 
best. Skirts and dresses 
are cooler than slacks 
and shorts. Light colored 
clothes are cooler than 
dark colored. 

Be sure that the attic 
is well ventilated, and 
consider an attic ventila- 
tion fan to cool the house 
at night.

Elm Square May Be On Track At Last 


It looks like this might be the year that 
the Elm Square reconstruction project real- 
ly comes to pass. 

Work on the long-awaited project is 
scheduled to begin before the end of the 
month, and with a step in that direction, 
town officials, state Department of Public 
Works officials and representatives of the 
contractor were scheduled to meet in Danv- 


ers at 11 this morning for a pre-construction 
hearing. 

Reynolds Brothers, Inc./Reynolds Equip- 
ment Corp. of Canton was low bidder on the 
project, with a bid of $187,900. The project 
is being funded with state and federal mon- 


ey. 
Andover Public Works Director Robert 
McQuade: said the state officials and the 


contractor should have ‘‘definitive an- 
swers’’ about when the project will begin at 
today’s pre-construction meeting. 

The project calls for redesigning Elm 
Square to improve the traffic flow, and 
adding new landscaping to improve its ap- 
pearance. 

According to a state DPW spokesman, 
one lane will remain open to traffic 


throughout the construction. Town officials 
expect the work to be completed within a 
few weeks. 


Town Manager Kenneth Mahony indi- 
cated this week that he is optimistic the 
project will proceed on schedule. But, he 
added with a laugh, ‘‘We’ll keep our fingers 
crossed.’
